Reynolds Statue "Unveiling. 


On Saturday next the .'ast of the three 


great heroes of Gettysburg will be im- 
mortalized in enduring bronze, that being 
the day set for the unveiling of the splen- 
did equestrian statue of Major General 
John Fulton Reynolds. The work is the 
gift of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia and is a fitting companion piece to 
those of Meade and Hancock, which al- 
ready stand on the battlefield. 


The site of the statue is removed some 


distance from the principally marked 
points at Gettysburg, and is about two 
and one-half miles from the Hancock 
memorial. The statue faces the Charn- 
bersburg pike on the south and on the. 
north the railroad cut, at a point which 
was in the rear of Hall's main battery in 
the first day's fight. The plinth is pol- 
ished red granite, and the statue at its 
base measures o feet 6 inches by 14 feet. 
General Reynolds is seated on a horse, 
and is seen looking apparently into the 
distance. The horse is as if ia motion, 
and the General, in an easy attitude, is 
holding the reins with his left hand, 
while his right is buried in the folds of 
his coat. The statue is about sixteen 
feet high, and, with the plinth, is some- 
what over thirty feet in height 
In mod- 


eling the figure the sculptor had the ad- 
vantage of a study of General Reynolds' 
army equipments that are in the posses- 
sion of his sister, Mrs. Henry B. Landis, 
of Chestnut Hill, who loaned them to 
to help him in his work.

HEMP TRADK- 


THE CHARACTER OF THE INDUSTRY 


IN THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS- 


The Plant From Which the Hemp I« Mad* 


Banana Family—Vsed for 


Hope. Cordage and Cloth—The 


Crude Mavhinerjr U»edlnjure» the Fibre. 
Manila hemp, called in Spanish 


abaca, is grown successfully in the 
Philippine Islands only. 
Attempts 


have'been made to grow the plant else- 
irhere, as, for example, in. Saigon, 
China, and iu British North Borneo; 
but the results hare not been satis- 
factory. 


The plant -from which the hemp is 


made belongs to the banana family 
and resembles very much the ordi- 
nary baaaaa tre^, its-leaves, however, 
being darker and shorter than, the 
leaves of zliat tree. 
The hemp plant 


flourishes best on hiily lauus and 
mountain sides, where it can be well 
shaded by trees of thick foliage. 
Al- 


though 
it requires a considerable 


amount of moisture, it does not do 
well in swampy lands. 


The province oi Albay, iu the island 


of Luzou, is the greatest hemp-pro- 
ducing district iu the archipelago; but 
the finest quality of hemp comes from 
the island of Leyte, which also nearly 
equals Albay iu amount of output. 
The other hemp-producing districts 
are: 
Provinces of Camar'ines Stir, 


Camariues Xorte and Tuyabas, in Lu- 
zon island: the islands of Samar, Mar- 
induque, Mindanao, Cebu and Xegros. 


Four years from the time of plant- 


ing the seed are needful before the 
plant leaves are ready for the knife, 
but only three years if shoots be set 
out. 
The general custom 
among 


planters, however, is to transplant 
six: months old suckers. The shoots 
are set out in squares, about- sis feet 
between each shoot, aud in starting a 
hemp plantation in forest lauds the 
large forest trees are left standing to 
shade the young shoots. 
After the 


first three or four years of waiting, a 
hemp plantation is usually a safe and 
profitable investment, as the plants 
are seldom damaged by typhoons be- 
cause of the protection furnished by the 
forest tress; the plantations are gener- 
ally on high lauds and therefore suffer 
little from floods;locusts do not attack 
the leaves in the way they do almost 
everything else green on the island; 
fires cannot spread far among the 
rank foliage: no costly machinery is 
required on the plantations, 
and no 


plowing is necessary, although care- 
ful weeding is required; the plants 
can be harvested all the year round, 
as they come to maturity. The leaves 
should be cut for the fibre, however, 
when the plant is flowering, nor 
should the plant be allowed to go to 
seed, for if allowed to'bear fruit- the 
fibre will be weake'ued. 
The average 


•weight of dry fibre from one plant is 
about ten ounces, and the yield from 
a 
"well-managed 
plantation, is 360 


pounds of dry fi,bre to the acre. 


The method of making hemp is a 


very primitive one. The leaves that 
shoot out from the trunk of the plant, 
after being detached, are separated 
into strips five or six inches wide, and 
from five to sis and a half feet long. 
To separate the fibre from the pulp, 
these strips or basts, as they a*--e 
called, are drawn under a knife that is 
fastened at one end by a hinge to a 
wooden block. A cord and a treadle 
are attached to the other end of the 
knife, and the operator, by working 
the treadle, can regulate the pressure 
of the knife upon the bast. The edge 
of the knife should be smooth and 
keen, but too often it is serrated, as 
the work then is easier for the native 
at the treadle. As the bast is drawn 
through, the fibre is wound around a 
stick of wood. The natives work in 
pairs, one man stripping the bast and 
the other drawing it under the knife. 
In this way two men can turn out 
about 300 pounds of dry fibre in a 
week. 


Machines to take the place of the 


crude apparatus described have been 
tried,but all have failed to answer the 
purpose, ns all of them discolored the 
fibre. 
Machines with metal cylinders 


and machines with glass cylinders, to 
wind tbe fibre on, have been tried, but 
all injured the hemp., 
Dealers and 


growers try to enforce the use of 
knives without teeth or indentations, 
•so that the fibre may be line, clean 
.and white, bnt they have met with but 
little success. 


Manila hemp—for this name i> given 


to the product from all of the Philip- 
pine Islands—is classified by Manila 
firms as first, second and third quali- 
ties. The 
middle men, or copia- 


-dores, in dealing with the native col- 
lectors of small quantities, divide the 
hemp into two classes: First quality, 
•corrieuie, and second quality, colora- 
-do. 
Although there are few hemp 


plants that will give a whiter fibre 
than others, it is probable tbat all 
would yield first-class hemp, abaca 
•corriente, if the natives could be made 
to cut the plant during the flowering 
«eason only, draw the fibre under a 
toothless knife the same day that the 
"bast is stripped "and sun-dry at the 
first opportunity. 
Thtj native, too, 


•often strips the plant whenever he 
needs a few dollars, and leaves the 
basts exposed to the rain and all sorts 
of weather until they are softened by 
putrefaction and the fibres weakened, 
because then they are easier to work 
under the knife. 


In Manila the Urge export houses 


fix the price on corriente abaca, and 
allow a uroportionate price for second 
and third qualities. 


In addition to tlie uses to which 


lienip is put up making rope and cord- 
age, the natives weave from the fine 
fibres, carefully selected, a clotk called 
Bicol dialect, fupis; from the coarser 
fibres a very strong and durable cloth, 
called all over the archipelago sina- 
may, is made. This cloth is worn by 
all of the 
poorer ckiss.es. 
From a 


mixture of the fibres of the pineapple 
leaf and of carefully selected hemp a 
cloth of much finer quality, called 
jusi, is made. This cloth is thought 
by many to be more beautiful tban the 
pina, made entirely of the pineapple 
fibre, for which the islands are noted.

WILL EAT UP SMOKE. 


Xew Invention Wlucli AVill Itrin— Ite» 


lief to Soot-Laden Cities. 


A newly-patented saioke c-ousaraer 


was tested recently in Washington. 
The tests were rigid ones and were 
satisfactory to the witnesses. By au 
ingenious mechanical device the smoke 
from the boiler grate which usually 
finds access to the outer air by way of 
the smokestack is supplied with osy- 
geu sufficient to cause combustion 
and result iu the complete burning of 
the sinoke, the fiamcs from the latter 
adding to the heat received by the 
boiler. In the tests the grate was 
first filled with soft coal refuse and a 
hot fire reached. 
Xo smoke was ob- 


servable issuing from the smokestack 
connected with the boiler grate until 
the inventor cut off the oxygen. Then 
it poured forth in heavy volume from 
the stack. Iu aii instant after the 
burner was again put in operation, 
there was no smoke perceptible. The 
grate was then filled with a mass of 
rags and dirt and the same experi- 
ment as described above again suc- 
cessfully carried out. 
The fire was 


drawn from the grate and tbe steam 
pressure in the boiler allowed tu re- 
duce to nothing. A new fire of wood- 
en barrels was started, and iu fifteen 
minutes a steam gauge of the boiler 
registered a pressure of 65 pounds. 


By means of an aperture in the 


brick wall of the combustion chamber 
in which the boiler was located it was 
possible to witness the burning of the 
smoke and see its flames wreathing 
the boiler on all sides. An examina- 
tion of the deposit left from the smoke 
after combustion showed ifc to be a 
light, almost white, impalpable pow- 
der, with none of the 
characteristics 


of soot whatever. It is claimed by 
the inventor that boilers and other 
power-producing appliances requiring 
great heat can be operated at half the 
cost now incurred for them by nse of 
the burner, because the 
cheapest 


grades of coal which produces 
the 


greatest amount of smoke ordinarily 
can be used without loss of any heat- 
giving properties.

A 
demonstrator is a skilled salesman or 
woman employed by the inventor or 
manufacturer to create a demand for 
their wares. It is a field plmost wholly 
usurpeu*by women. 


Most indifferent visitois to large de- 


partment stores cannot fail to be im- 
pressed by the growing number of 
small novelties in practical operation. 
They generally occupy a conspicuous 
place ia the store, and their merits are 


, set forth by a woman whose gift of 
i speech rarely fails to arrest attention. 


Manufacturers learned long ss»ce that 
to successfully place a novelty upon 
ihe-market, it" must first be practically 
demonstrated to the people, sad thus 
' create its own demand. 


The best invention in the world will 


go to the wall unless attractively ana 
persistently pushed. 
In the present 


; congested condition of trade, it is 


'. disastrous to relv upon merchant or 
1 clerk to call the attention of eusiom- 
I ers to untried commodities. They 
| are too busy with the sale of articles 
! for which thei*e is a demand to talk 


'' up the myriad of novelties constantly 
: being offered by the inventor or mauu- 
| facturer.

The demonstrator is employed by 


• the inventor or manufacturer.

< latter secures a place in the shops, 


I generally department stores, for a

• as a seller is practically assured.

| cialiy clever demonstrator is some-

' demonstrators are trusted by the eni- 
1 ployer to make the preliminary ar-

demonstration. 


I They interview the merchant, secure 


j space iu his store, employ other dein- 
' onstrators and travel from city to city 
1 until the novelty is introduced into 


j every desired centre of trade. 


One of the most expert women in 


this unique calling is Mrs. Harding 
cf Boston. She is employed by the, 
manufacturer of a kindergarten toy. 
The past winter she had eighty demon- 
strators under her supervision. A 
thoroughly trained saleswoman, she 
does not hesitate whea she perceives 
that a demonstrator is wanting in 
"go" to step lieliind the coantsr and 
put life into the exhibit.' It is this 
ability and thorough knowledge of the 
requirements of a demonstration that 
make her invaluable to the manufac- 
turer. As most'of the novelties per- 
tain to women's apparel—hair crimp- 
ers, skirt supporters, belt fasteners, 
stocking supporters—women are pecu- 
liarly adapted to the calling. 


There is a quickening desire among 


ambitions dry goods clerks to become 
demonstrators. 
It has many advan- 


tages over the clerk, aside from the 
salary and possibilities of percent- 
age. 
The demonstrator is not un- 


der 
the 
supervision 
of the pro- 


prietor of the 
store. Her hours 


are shorter. In the morning she 
rarely goes to the store before 9 or 10 
o'clock and generally leaves at night 
a half hour or so before the clerks. 
She is much more independent. To 
have charge of a demonstration, to 
feel the responsibility of making sales 
and creating a. demand imbues the 
demonstrator with something of the 
dignity of authority, and authority 
often develops latent power. 
In- 


ventors and manufacturers are rapidly 
learning that it is poor economy to 
employ demonstrators of inferior skill. 
A striking illustration of the drift of 
the times is now being demonstrat- 
ed in lower Broadway. A woman who 
has invented and patented a skirt 
supporter designed to do away with 
the often unsightly belt fastener, has 
opened an office where she is person- 
ally placing her invention on the mar- 
ket.

An automatic teapot, infusing tea 


any required number of minutes, is 
the idea of a Scotch chemist, Mr. Ed- 
ward Stanford. 
The infusion vessel 


stands on an ordinary teapot. An in- 
dicator regulates the speed at which a 
quantity of water falls into the infu- 
sion vessel, and at the end of four 
minutes—or the time necessary for 
the infusion—the liquid, having risen 
to a certain height, runs by means of 
• siphon into the teapot. The appa- 
ratus is useful not only for tea, but 
for pharmaceutical infusions. 


A ninth satellite of Saturn has beel 


discovered by means of the Bruc« 
photographic telescope, at the Har- 
vard observatory at Arequipa, Peru. 
The eighth satellite was also discov- 
ered by Harvard astronomers in ISIS. 
The new satellite is of the 15.5 mag- 
nitude; the span of the orbit is about 
15,750,000 miles aud the time of rev- 
olution about 17 months. 
It is ap- 


proximately 7,875,000 miles from the 
planet's centre, cr about 3 1-2 times 
that of lapetus, formerly the oa:er- 
most satellite. It is so faint that with- 
out the photographic plate it probably 
would not have been noticed. 


By the use of electricity, it is now 


possible to carry ou the seasoning of 
timber much more effectually and ex- 
peditiously than by natural methods. 
The timber to be treated is placed in a 
solution of borax, rosin, aud carbon- 
ate of soda, contained in a large tank, 
and the two poles of the dynamo are 
connected by wires and lead pipes to 
the upper and lower surfaces of the 
wood, the positive plate being at the 
bottom. The action of the current is 
to cause the sap to rise to the surface 
of the bath, whiie the solution pene- 
trates the pores of the timber. This 
operation lasts for from five to eight 
hours, and then the wood is removed 
and dried, either in a kiln or naturally. 
Timber which was treated by the pro- 
cess described and then exposed to 
the air in summer for two weeks is 
stated to be as well seasoned as wood 
which had been stored for five years. 


The experiments made by M. Ber-

In view ei the fact that millions of 


\ tons of slag are annually produced as 


j waste in original processes in certain 


J localities, a writer in the Pittsburg 


Dispatch points out that when slag is 
utilized, as asbestos has been, it will 
be reasonable to look for efforts to turn 
furnace gases to practical account, as 
is the case iu Scotland, the coke gas 
into fuel and the coking ammonia into 
nitrogen for agricultural uses, etc. 
Cheaper nitrogen for the lands that 
will not grow leguminous plants is 
one of the urgent needs of agricul- 
ture, and the ammonia from coke-mak- 
ing promises a supply until the means 
are devised for extracting it from the 
air in quantity. This writer mentions 
crude petroleum as probably the only 
crude product in the above-named 
localities that is manipulated so as to 
yield all of which it is capable; that 
is, aside from illuminating and lubri- 
cating oil, it is made to yield about 150 
by-products, some of them being rather 
more valuable than the main produc- 
tion—an important fact when weighed 
against what otherwise would be actual 
loss.
